The weather during the weak was 
unseasonably cold, 
damaging frosts 
occurring and freezing temperatures 
¡being 
registered 
on several day s, 
i Heavy 
frosts 
ex tended 
to 
the 
furtherm ost southern limits of the 
state the first part 
of the week. 
Timely showers occurred on the 20th 
and 21st. In the northern section the 
measurements were heavy , and tie 
fall was mostly ample in the southern 
district, but in the central district 
tbe distribution of rainfall was not 
equable, being ample In some localities 
and very deficient in others. 
Tbe growth of vegetation bas been 
retarded on account of cold weather 
and plowing hindered in many locali­ 
ties owing to wet condition of the 
soil. 
Some sowing of oats is still being 
done, but tbe work is practically ; 
finished. Tbe 
plant is showiDg a 
good stand in tbe central and south­ 
ern districts, and some early sown 
fields are up in tbe northern district. 
Plowing for corn continues In all 
sections, and the work is completed in 
many localities of the central district. 
Considerable planting has been done 
in the southern half of the state. 
T ee general condition of wheat is 
favorable, but little advance has been 
made during tbe week on account of 
unseasonable tem perature. Ry e m ain­ 
tains a thrify condition. 
Grasses have not made rapid growth 
but 
much 
needed 
moiBture 
was 
afforded hy the recent rains, and with 
warmer weather improvement will 
quickly ensue. 
Potatoes are planted in the central 
and southern districts, and tbe work 
is rapidly progressing in the northern 
district. 
Many patches are showing 
in the southern district. 
Early gar­ 
dens were damaged by frost in the 
southern tier of counties. 
Damages to fruit by frost Is not y et 
well defined. 
T h at injury has been 
done is the ex pression of many cor­ 
respondents, but the ex tent of the 
injury cannot well be determined un­ 
til further development eDsues. The

will 
appear 
in 
orchards located in tbe southern half 
of tbe state. 
Correspondents in the 
southern district report th a t the first 
pickings of strawberries are destroy ed, 
but th a t tbe plants are uninjured and 
and later blooms will be productive. 
McHenry , Union—Week cool ex cept 
tbe 19 th; heavy rain on 20tb; oats 
seeding finisned, early sown coming 
up; pastures and meadows looking 
well; warmer weather Is needed to 
make grass for pasturage; strawberries 
wintered well; stock of all kinds in 
good condition, but feed is getting 
scarce.-rT.

WORK ON THE PANAMA CANAL 


Chief Engineer Wallace Tells of the 
Progress and Conditions, 
Speaking 
of the 
actual phy sical 
work of building tbe Panam a canal, 
John F. Wallace, chief engineer of the 
Panam a commission, said y esterday 
th a t an organization had already been 
formed, embody ing a total of 8,000 
men. Of this number 6,000 men are 
engaged in equipment and and con­ 
struction work and 2,000 men are en­ 
gaged In poliolng tbe canal zone, and 
in sanitary work and in cleaning up 
tbe isthmus. This organization is be­ 
ing increased at tbe rate of from 800 
to 1,000 men a month. 
There is a demand for men ex pert 
in tbe mechanical trades; for Instance, 
steam shovel men, draftsmen, railway 
track foremen, engine men, carpen­ 
ters skilled In heavy tim ber work, and 
in tbe construction of dredges and 
bridges. 
In addition to tbe repair of tbe m 
dences—about 2,400 th a t were con­ 
structed by tbe French—eight three 
story hotels are being constructed at 
various centers of population. Two 
of the hotels are completed. The 
hotels are completed with bath rooms 
and all modern necessary hotel ap­ 
pliances 
Tbe present organization embraces 
tbe sanitary departm ent, which baa 
charge not only of 
operating the 
hospital aDd caring frr the: sick, but 
tbe planning and putting into effect 
general 
preventive 
and 
sanitary ’ 
measures, fuch as the dredging of 
swamps, the destruction of mosquitoes, 
and the cleaning of towns and villages. 
Less than 3 per cent of the employ es 
on the canal are on the sick list.

Was a Bro ther o f the Late J o seph

Dr. Henry Utley , who fo r many 
y ears was a pro minent phy sician o f 
Sterling aDd a bro ther o f the late J o s­ 
eph Utley o f Dlio n, died Thursday 
afterno o n at the ho me o f bis so n, J . 
F. Utley in Sterling at 1:30 o ’clo ck, 
after a pro lo nged illness o f sev eral 
y ears. 
The funeral serv ices will be 
held at 3 o ’clo ck Saturday afterno o n 
and the interment will be made In 
Riv erside cemetery . 
Dr. Utley was bo rn in Oneida co un­ 
ty , N. Y., J une 23, 18 22. 
At the age

Whitesbo ro ugh and then at the Clin­ 
to n institute. 
In 18 46 he trav eled 
thro ugh the so uthern states, mo stly 
in Alabama and Lo uisana, fo r bis 
health. 
Reco v ering it, be returned 
to Ro me, N. Y., where he co ntinued 
his medical studies. 
He then at­ 
tended a co urse o f lectures at Yale 
co llege and ano ther at the New Yo rk 
univ ersity , and then went to the Bel­ 
lev ue Medical co llege where he re­ 
ceiv ed bis diplo ma. He co mmenced 
the practice o f his cho sen pro fessio n 
at Turin, N. Y., co ntinuing eight 
y ears, when he came to Co mo , White­ 
side co unty , and prao ticed there fo r 
six y ears. 
Receiv ing an appo intment as sur­ 
geo n o f the Sev enth-fifth regiment o f 
Illino is v o lunteers, he went to Lo uis­ 
v ille, Ky ., and then to Perry v ille, 
where be bad charge o f the ho spital 
fo r two mo nths. Nex t he had charge 
o f the ho spital at Danv ille, Ky ., where 
he receiv ed an injury to his left leg 
which co mpelled him to resign fro m 
the army . Go v erno r Yates gav e him 
a co mmissio n pro mo ting him and per­ 
mitting him to remain at ho me until 
he co uld return to the field. 
But his 
health remained so po o r that be was 
no t abie to resume his wo rk with the 
army . Since that time he co ntinued 
his practice in Sterling until a few 
y ears ago , when he retired. 
He was 
co unted as o ne o f the leading phy ­ 
sicians in this part o f the co untry . 
Mr. Utley is surv iv ed by three so ns, 
Henry B. Utley , J . Frank Utley and 
William P. Utley , all o f who m liv e in 
Sterling. 
He was a man who was 
univ ersally belo v ed and respected and 
bis death is sincerely mo urned.

Chlcago .April 28.—Organized labo r's 
reply to o rganized capital was 
the 
spread o f 
the team sters’ strike. 
By 
night 2,000 driver# had thro wn do wn 
their reins and jo ined the ranks o f 
the strikers. 
But fo rtified by a fine 
system o f preparatio n fo r the struggle, 
the Chicago 
Emplo yers’ asso ciatio n 
met every advance o f the o ppo sitio n 
with a chew ing mo ve. 
If the unio n 
leaders succeed in their purpo se they 
will have precipitated the largest team­ 
sters’ strike the city ever knew. 
To 
keep things clear It sho uld be stated 
that this strike, inaugurated Wednes­ 
day afterno o n, is because the 
em­ 
plo yers refused to discharge men em­ 
plo yed when the team sters quit in the 
sympathetic strike against Mo ntgo m­ 
ery Ward 
& Co ., and reinstate the 
strikers. 


V iolen ce B egin « R igh t A w a y. 
Vio lence fo llo wed immediately o n the 
heels o f the declaratio n o f the strike, 
and repo rts o f co nflicts and injuries 
early began to co me to the po lice. Jo hn 
Ceresa, a driver o f an o mnibus, was 
the first vio lent striker to be arrested 
—and abo ut the o nly o ne. It is charged 
that he ran do wn and severely Injured 
Sergeant William Cummings, o ne o f 
the city po lice detailed at Clark and 
W ashingto n streets to guard a Mo nt­ 
go mery W ard & Oo . wago n. 
The po ­ 
liceman’s ribs were crushed and his 
ekull was bro ken. 
The injured po lice­ 
man w astaken to theAlex ian Bro thers’ 
ho spital, where it is said his co nditio n 
is serio us. 


P ic k e ts Sw a rm A b ou t “ S tru ck ” R ou ses. 
Pickets swarmed abo ut all the sto res 
and 
barns 
o wned by the “struck” 
firms. No wago n was allo wed to pass 
unless it was guarded by eno ugh po ­ 
licemen to fo rce a passage. Barns and 
sto res were really under a state o f 
siege. No n-unio n drivers were slugged 
wherever it was tho ught 
safe, and 
sto ned right under the eyes o f the po ­ 
lice, tho se thro wing the sto nes almo st 
Invariably getting safely away. 
It re­ 
quired a stro ng guard o f po licemen to 
enable any o f the “struck” firms to 
deliver go o ds to custo mers, o r to re­ 
ceive go o ds fro m the railway depo ts 
o r o ther place§ . 


M a y H a v e to C a ll on U n cle Sa m . 
Mo re firmly to cement the fighting 
spirit o f the emplo yers and po int o ut 
the necessity fo r abso lute so lidarity 
in dealing with the menace o f unio n­ 
ism the Emplo yers’ asso ciatio n enter­ 
tained 100 pro minent who lesale 
and 
retail merchants at luncheo n at the Un­ 
io n League club and po inted o ut the 
status o f the grave situatio n. 
It was 
po inted o ut that if the ex igencies o f 
the o ccasio n required It appeals wo uld 
be made to the mayo r o f Chicago , the 
sheriff o f Co o k co unty, the go verno r 
o f Illino is and the president o f the 
United States to o btain pro tectio n fo r 
the transactio n o f business.

They entered, and a ghastly spectacle j 
met their view*. The whole family had 
been massacred, while the mother and 
sister of the you ng Pole hu d been 
bru tally treated by Mu ravleff’s cow­ 
ardly soldiers, dru nk with vodka. 
The stu dents, who were Ru ssians, 
stood du mb with horror, while the be­ 
reaved boy sat down by a little table. 
His head rested on his left hand, 
while his tight arm hu ng limply by his 
side. His companions expected a wild 
ou tbu rst of rage against themselves 
and their cou ntry, bu t the boy did not 
speak. 
Ha ju st sat there, pale and 
deathlike, while tears podred from his 
glassy eyes.

“Stanislau s!
